An academic requirement of .65% for nine' major 
campus offices was adopted at a niaratiion' SEC meeting 
Wednesday night.

After four and a half hours of 
debate Council set up the fol- 
lowing minimum academic stan- 
dard: 

1. Students with an average of 
under 65%, or conditioned stu- 
dents require authorization from 
the Dean of their particular fa- 
culty in order to hold office. 

2. Any elected student who 
fail] must tender his resisnation. 

3. Repeating students aYe in- 
eligible for election. 

POSITIONS 

These stipulations will be ap- 
plied to the positions of MCWA 
Chairman,' the Red and White 
producer, Editor of the Yearbook, 
Scarlet Key President, Red Wing 
President, President of the De< 
bating Union, Chairman of the 
Union Board of managers, the 
Daily Managing Board, the Win- 
ter Carnival Chairman and all 
S1£C members. 

An investigation Into the pro- 
blem of a standard academic re- 
quirement was initiated in the 
September 27 meeting of Coun- 
cil, ../ 

In their report^ handed- in on 
Wednesday night the investigat- 
ing committee advised that: any 
repealing student be ineligible; 
any student already in office must 
resign if he fails his academic 
year; anv student not ineligible 
under these stipulations must, 
before he is appointed or nomi- 
nated, obtain authorization from 
his Dean stating that in the 
Dean.'s opinion the student's ap-

i -'-'Drapeau' was iiorn on Feb. 10, 
191B in'Rosemount. where'-he has 
lived' all his life. He graduated 
with' B.A. and B.Sc, degrees from 
the U. of M., was admitted to the 
Bar* of the Province of Quebec 
in 1943, and went on to special- 
ize in commercial and corpora- 
tion law. 

Mr. Drapeau "was elected to the 
office of mayor on Oct. 25, 1951 
by a majority of over 50,000 
votes. - ,

is a graduate of West Hill High 
School and McGill University.

Questioned as to why the in- 
cumbent mayor, His Worship 
Sarto Fournier, was not appear- 
ing at McGill, Irwin -Cotlcr, pres- 
ident- of Uia Debating Uuioa, 



told the . Daily that he "phoned 
Mr. Fournier about three weeks 
ago at which time I invited him 
to speak io the Student body, 
with regard to the, forthcoming 
election. 

Mr. Fournier told me at that 
time to phone him back this 
week, at which time he would 
give me a definite answer. In a 
conversation with the Mayor's 
secretary on Tuesday, I was told 
that 'The Mayor has no time to 
visit the McGill student body, as 
events at' City Hall, and other 
engagéments prevent any appear- 
ance on his part' . 

OTHERS AGREED . 

- "f then told the Mayor's secre- 
tary that two of the other mayor- 
alty candidates had agreed to 
address the student body, which 
we felt is an important segment 
of the community. 

"I concluded by saying that 
we would accommodate the May- 
or at any noon hour or evening 
from now till the election, but 
apparently the Mayor's strict 
schedule could not allow for 
any appearance to the McGill 
Student body." 

OXFORD ARRIVES 
At the same' time Cotter an- 
nounced that a championship de- 
bating team from Oxford Uni 
veçsity will arrive today on the 
liner Empress of France to deba 
te against a McGill team on Mon 
day, Oct. 17, at 8:30 pm in Red 
path Hall. 

•Anthony H. Newton, Presi- 
dent of the Oxford Union Socle 
ty and Aljan Jupp, Chairman of 
the Oxford Labour Party, the Ox 
ford debaters will be opposed by 
Stuart Smith, President of the

SEC MAJORITY 

The report also advised that 
"in case the Dean concerned re- 
fuses to give his authorization, 
this decision can be reversed by 
the SEC by a two-thirds majorl* 
ty . , , to eliminate the po)^'. 
bility of a personal or an aikU% 
student -governmcntr bias"* • ' 

Jack Utsal, B. Engi 5,' remarked- 
that "I don't think that the SEC 
would have anv chance of revers- 
ing a Dean's decision." Irwin Cu- 
tler, B. A. 4, added to this opinion . 
stating "we should have sufficient 
trust in the integrity and intclli- 
Kfice of our Deans, to accept their 
dtcisions Without an additional 
opinion from a Council." ^ 
MIDDLE GROUP. 

Gordon Echenbcrg, B. A. 4, 
argued that since there are a 
large number of students whose 
niarl<s range from 60% to 65% 
this group should be allowed to 
address their election requests 
to a committee from the SEC. 
Alt -those below 607a, he main- 
tained, could be judged solely by 
their Dean. 

A straw vote Was finally taken 
to clarify Council's opinion on 
whether "an academic require- 
ment should be established with 
all exceptions going to the Dean 
for decision". The result was a 
coiint of eight for, one against 
and four abstentions. 

I>ater on in the meetirig ano- 
ther straw vote was taken to es- 
tablish whether Council prefer- 
red 60% or 65% as a minimum 
academic requirement. The deci- 
sion to establish the 65% requi- 
rement was passed by one vote. 

OPEN MEETING 

The final decisions as adopt- 
ed by. Council will be -submitted 
to the Students' Society to be 
incorporated into the Constitu- 
tion at the next open meeting. 
If adopted by the Students' So- 
ciety the new regulation will be 
put into operation for the next 
elections which will be held in 
November,

Wit Or Out, Wit 

Each year about this time, two highly-polished 
debaters from the United Kingdom come to McGill/ 
to face this univei'sity's finest forensic competitors. 
These debates have all too often been superficial pre- 
sentations of "canned" spontaneity rather than in- 
sightful analyses of topical ^public issues. 

\ye have often wondered ,;vvHether such an eve- 
ning, entertaining as it usually is, deserves the con- 
fiideiable cash outlay and enormous organizational ef- 
fort which it inevitably entails. Would it not be more 
profitable, we have asked ourselves, to Instead expend 
the required effort on an intelligent oratorical clash 
between McGill and' Harvard ; or on a student-faculty 
debate; or on a forensic duel between politicians? 
Would ibnot be more profitable to expend the requi- 
red money on bringing to McGill a serious jand^ re- 
nowned lecturer? 

Posited as an either-or question, one might indeed 
be hard put to justify the English Universities deba- 
te, especially if by its nature the event must be^more 
entertaining than Informative or intellectually stimu- 
lating. ■ 

Fortunately, the dichotdiiiy is a false one. The 
Debating Union, by sponsoring next week's U.K.. deba- 
te, will not find itself precluded from subsequently 
organizing more serious debates, more informative 
ones. Indeed, it Is the duty of the Union to do all these 
things. And we expect the current executive will not 
be delinquent in this re.spect. 

Another point to remember is that careful selec- 
tion of McGill's side, coupled with ^formulation 'of a ' , 
flexible debate topic (one* which lends 'lt.self readily ' 
to humour', bût is not at the same time inane)' can 
produce a U.K. debate as intelligent and informative 
an it is witty. 

We hope Monday's edition of the annual classic 
ivill bear evidence to our optimistic prognosis.*- .

HemophUia : Wh Like 

• * by a McGill student 

In my .three years at McGill 1 have encountered many people who did not have the 
elightest idea of what hemophilia is. This is ' not fliuprising since -in all Canada 
there are only 2,000 hemophiliacs. In other words, the disease is quite rare, the ratio 
usually being one hemophiliac for every 8,000 males. 



Noiietlieless, despite ils rar- 
ity, hemophilia is one of the 
hfjit known diseases in medi- 
cine. The history of hemophi- 
lia extends as far bacic as the 
ancient times of the Pharaohs. 
It is also a royal disease, as 
many royal families in Europe 
have had at one time or an- 
other a hemophiliac in their 
family. For instance, Queen 
Victoria had a son who suffered 
from the disease. 

Hemophilia can be defined as 
an inherited disease for which 
at present there is no cure; 
what happens is that the cloU- 
log of blood* Is abnormally 'de- 
layed, due at least in part to a 
deficiency of an essential coag- 
ulation agent. The o;ily effec- 
tive treatment Icnown at the 
moment are blood and blood 
plasma transfusions, which sup- 
ply . temporarily the missing 
coagulation factor. 

MANIFESTATIONS ■ 

The disease manifests itself 
in various ways ; hawever the 
main problem is uncontrollable 
bleeding, either external such 
as from a cut, extracted tooth 
• er surgical intervention, or in- 
. tériial bleeding. Internal hem- 
orrhages are much more dan- 
gerous than the extérnal ones. 

Bleeding into limited spaces, 
especially ioints, is accompa- 
nied by extreme pain. Repeat- 
ed liemorrhages into the same 
joints result in- permanent crip- 
pling of the limb. 

The severity of hemophilia

viduaL 

' The main treatments avail- 
able to hemophiliacs at present 
are ^bloodjiiand^blood plasma 
transf uslcnsr The "^"average an- 
nual number of transfusions a 
hemophiliac has to undergo 
is about forty. I myself, a mild 
hemophiliac, have 25 to 30 
transfusions a year. — I have 

■ Bad 17 thus far this year. 

Thanlcs to the Canadian Red 

■ Cross and the voluntary blood 
donors, many hemophiliacs are 
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spared weeks of pain' and .mis- 
ery- , . 

PERSONAL EXAMPLE ' 

In my own' case, one part- 
icular accident comes to my 
mind, which bears this out. 
One winter afternoon two years 
ago I slipped and fell. It must 
have been a bad fall, for right 
away I felt blood infiltratmg 
rapidly, into my right knee. In 
such a case, an immediate trans- 
fusion is essential in order to 
minimize the hemorrhage. 

Had I not received instant 

Elasmarfitrainsfusions,' I would 
ave DMn*,'forced'to miss at 
least three weeks of school, not 
to mention the . greater pain 
and the possible crippling effect 
on my right leg. 

I could .'mention- numerous 
cases, aUch-as teeth. extractions,
